endas, died in a 50-foot fall from 
her slender gray pole at a Shrine

JFK Believes 
Slash To Cost 
Million Jobs 


Cutback in Spending 
Also Seen Offsetting 
Tax Relief Benefits 


W ASH IN G T ON (AF’)— Pres id en! 
Kennedy said today a $5 billion 
cut in his budget w o u l d cost a 
million jobs and offset all the 
b - refits from a proposed tax cut. 
In an address prepared for a 
meeting of the American Society 
of Newspaper Editors, the Presi­ 
dent said he wasn’t saying that 
federal spending is desirable just 
for the sake of spending, or that 
economy efforts should stop, 
But, in wrords aimed obviously 
at Republican critics who have 
been calling for reductions of up 
to $15 billion in his $100 billion 
budget, Kennedy said: 
“ But I am saying that careful­ 
ly screened and selected federal 
expenditure programs can play a 
useful role, both singly and in 
combination that to cut $5 billion 
to $10 billion from the proposed 
budget would harm both the na­ 
tion and the typical neighborhood 
in it; and that the right way to 
a balanced budget is to seek first 
a balanced economy. The tax cuts 
I have proposed, and the level of 
expenditures 
I 
have 
proposed, 
have been carefully fitted togeth­ 
er with that chief objective in 
mind.” 
For the most part, the speech 
dealt with economics at home. 
Kennedy drew a picture of a typi­ 
cal 
American 
community 
he 
called 
“ Random 
Village,’ 
and 
told at length how it is affected 
by activities of the federal gov­ 
ernment. 
But the President aLso referred 
at the outset to the Cuban inva­ 
sion fiasco of two years ago and 
the handling of the Cuban crisis 
of last October, and he said that 
“there is today more widespread 
assurance that both peace and 
freedom can prevail.” 
He added that, while vigilance 
cannot 
be relaxed, 
there is a 
tendency among many newspaper 
readers 
and 
writers 
to devote 
more attention to the domestic 
scene. So he, too, concentrated on 
that. 
In toto, the speech added up to 
a massive plea for the program 
he has submitted to Congress, in­ 
cluding his proposed $10 billion 
net tax cut, spread over three 
years. 
As for the average family man 
in “ Random 
Village,” Kennedy 
said, the cut 
vould reduce hts 
federal taxes about 20 per cent. 
The whole community, he said, 
“ will benefit even more from the 
stimulation in jobs and personal 
income that the tax cut will give 
to the nation.” 
“The federal government is th# 
people—and the budget is a re­ 
flection of their needs,” Kennedy 
said. He said that to cut a dollar 
of expenditmes for every dollar 
cut in taxes would remove with 
one hand the stimulus given with 
the other. 
“Let us understand, then,” the 
President said, “ that every dollar 
out in federal expenditures cuts 
even more from our gross nation­ 
al product. A cut of $5 billion 
now from the proposed federal 
budget, as many have suggested, 
would cause 
one 
million fewer 
jobs by the end of the fiscal year, 
It would offset all the benefit* 
which the tax cut would have

The law may be unwritten, but 
it holds: a political party, to be­ 
come nationally successful, must 
choose its least divisive Preideiy 
tial candidate. And it f o l l o w s 
from thi s law that a 
president, 
once he has won through to office, 
will not go on w i n n i n g unless 
he can hold together tile factions 
that have united to elect him. 
The history of our Presidential 
politics is littered with the figura­ 
tive corpses of those who have not 
pondered the 
unwritten 
law 
In 
1944 Wendell Winkle made his ap­ 
peal in the primaries to thp so­ 
called “ independents.” He did it 
m such a way that the Republican 
stalwarts 
were 
offended 
— and 
Thomas Dewey got the nod. In an 
older day Stephen A. Douglas, the 
leading statesman of the Demo- 
eiat.c Party, drove a 
wedge be­ 
tween northern and southern wings 
of his party — and Abraham Lin 
coin. the candidate of the minor­ 
ity Republicans, ca p ita led on the 
rift 
In 
1960 
John 
F. 
Kennedy, 
a 
shrewd student of political party 
h isto n , kept tile unwritten I a w 
firmly in mind. He asked Lyndon 
Johnson of Texas to run on his tick­ 
et as a Vice Presidential candi­ 
date despite the fact that Johnson 
in 
his 
pre-convention 
campaign 
had tried to belabor JF K with fa 
ther Joe Kennedy’s record for ap­ 
peasement in 1940. By his willing­ 
ness to overlook a slight to the fa­ 
mily. John F. 
Kennedy 
brought 
southern and northern Democrats 
into sufficient harmony to wage a 
successful campaign. 
But this, as things have turned 
out, was Kennedy's last gesture of 
conciliation 
to 
Southern

crats. As President he has mort­ 
ally offended many of them by us­ 
ing federal troops to force the pace 
of school integration. This has un­ 
questionably loomed the Presiden­ 
tial profile in courage, but it could 
make JF K a one-term chief execu­ 
tive.

ing facade of the Welfare State 
On strictly economic grounds he is 
an Adam Smith laissez faire man 
try ing to get by in the "spend and 
spend and elect and elect” age of 
John Maynard Keynes. In short, 
the ideal candidate loi a third par­ 
ty devoted to ovei turning virtual­ 
ly everything thai has happened 
since 1933. Or so one would have 
said when Eisenhower was the Re 
publican beau ideal.

When a case of hepatitis breaks 
out. fear of an epidemic tends to 
dominate 
the entire 
community. 
But almost invariably the fear is 
out of proportion to the situation. 
When hepatitis does occur, pub­ 
lic health officials mobilize their 
remarkable forces and immediate­ 
ly try to t r a c k down the source 
of infection and set up protection 
for the community. 
Hepatitis is an infection ol the 
liver. Viruses, bacteria, exposure to 
chemicals and certain drugs are 
only some of the factors that cause 
it. 
Infectious hepatitis was former­ 
ly called 
“ catarrhal 
jaundice” , 
but this term has been discarded 
in the light of newer understand­ 
ing of tile disease. 
The offending virus 
can enter 
the body through the mouth in food 
or water. It can also be inadvert­ 
ently injected into the muscles or 
the blood stream 
with 
a 
needle 
that carries the virus. 
Contamination is the key word 
to this disease. 
Even though water is constantly 
under scrutiny by pubfic health 
authorities, the virus occasionally 
is in it. Needles and syringes, al­ 
though carefully sterlized. some­ 
times harbor the virus. 
Blood 
that 
contains the 
virus 
when used 
for 
a 
transfusion 
is 
sometimes responsible. Rigid pre­ 
cautions against this have been in­ 
stituted by carefully screening all 
blood donors. 
Because the incubation period of 
hepatitis varies, the exact origin 
is sometimes difficult to trace. 
The 
disease 
seems 
to 
affect 
young adults and children chiefly 
Immunity to hepatitis seems to de­ 
velop as one 
approaches middle 
age. Gamma Globulin, when inject­ 
ed shortly after a suspected ex­ 
posure to hepatitis, may prevent 
the disease or modify its severity. 
The first stage of the illness is 
loss of appetite, headache, weak 
nes and a fe\er of about 101 de­ 
grees F. Like so many other dis 
eases, 
these symptoms 
are 
not 


in themselves distinctive enough 
for self-diagnosis. 
Within seven to ten days there 
may be the first appearance of a 
dark brown color to the urine. Now 
I a distinguishing phase of hepatitis 
, may begin. 
The 
yellowish 
discoloration 
of 
the skin and the eyes is unmistak­ 
ably jaundice. Studies of the blood 
indicate 
the severity of the di­ 
sease. 
Then the jaundice begins to dis­ 
appear and 
slowly 
the 
strength 
and vitality return. 
L'suariy, the 
aftermath of 
infectious 
hepatitis 
may last as long as three or four 
months. 
The treatment is rest. Alcohol is 
strictly 
forbidden. 
The 
antibiot­ 
ics are used sparingly except for 
possible complications that 
may 
arise. 
Cortisone 
and 
ACTH are 
used only with great deliberation. 
Infectious 
hepatitis 
occupies 
round-the-clock 
interest 
of 
sci­ 
entists, physicians and health of­ 
ficials. The National Institutes of 
Hearth combine 
all 
the 
talents 
from 
every 
scientific 
specialty 
to uncover the origin and to con­ 
trol the spread of hepatitis. They 
have great hope that immuniza- 
i tion against hepatitis by vaccina­ 
tion will soon be a reality.

three million Algerians—one third 
of the cou ntry ’s p op u lation—hav e 
su rv iv ed the first p ost-indep end­ 
ence winter thank s to U.S. food 
aid. 
Ev ery month. American ship s 
hav e been bringing 
40.000 tons of 
su rp lu s wheat, v egetable oil and 
p owdered milk to feed Algeria’s 
hu ngry masses. 
The p rogram theoretically ends 
nex t month, althou gh the food sit­ 
u ation in Algeria continu es to be 
alarming, the Algerian au thorities 
thu s far hav e made no req u est 
for continu ation of the p rogram. 
Harv est normally begins in Al­ 
geria in Ju ne 
U.S. Ambassador William Port 
er say s American food aid has 
been one of the most regu lar fea­ 
tu res of Algeria's p ost indep end­ 
ence life.
